WE MUST HAVE BEEN DRINKING 
THE ARTICLE “THE STINK OVER DRINK" 
in the January 26 issue erroneously 
attributes the featured quote to me. 
It was Joanne Booth who said 
“Occupancy numbers are just one of 
the problems, but it drives all the 
other issues.” This is an important 
error as it is one of the “issues” upon 
which we disagree. The Old Strath- 
cona Business Association feels that 
the development numbers have 
nothing to do with the better man- 
agement of this popular area. 

For over a decade the Planning & 
Development Department issued 
business licenses to hospitality 
venues with the fire numbers as the 
occupancy numbers. It was very 
clearly stated that these were the 
occupancy numbers. These fire 
safety numbers were further 
enforced by two other agents of the 
City, the Fire Department and the 
police service. Sales of businesses, 
business plans, investments, rents, 
inventories, staffing and property 
values were all developed around 
these numbers. Then, without con- 
sultation, business licenses were 
issued with the “development” 
numbers. For some businesses this 
roll back is so severe that it jeopar- 
dizes the viability of that business. 
The Old Strathcona Business Asso- 
ciation vehemently opposes this 
strategy of development number 
resurrection for the following rea- 
sons: 

1. There is no guarantee that 
fewer patrons in bars translates to 
fewer people on the public streets. 
To date, up to 20,000 come to Old 
Strathcona in the late evenings (EPS 
report). Just over half of those will 
get into the clubs. The rest are there 
as cruisers (car and pedestrian), 
underage back lane drinkers, street 
people, fast food consumers and 
people who will wait endlessly in 
line ups. As well, there is no guar- 
antee that the “bad” people will 
leave if they cannot gain entry toa 
club. They do not do that now. 
What will putting more people on 
the street do? 

2. Development numbers only 
reflect the dedicated parking spaces 
within a certain distance of the busi- 
ness. They are in no way related to 
the operating standards of the busi- 
ness or to the overall parking avail-

Schmidt said. “We're seeing the 
same thing in Burnaby, where 
they've built eight rinks.” 

Edmonton organizations like the 
Knights of Columbus and Maple 
Leaf Athletics Club charge players 
approximately $1500 per year. 

The city has dedicated $42 million 
towards the construction of a multi- 
purpose recreation centre in south- 
west Edmonton that would include 
multiple ice surfaces that could 
accommodate larger hockey tourna- 
ments. The project is expected to cost 
$65 million, and the city has not yet 
secured additional funding from pri- 
vate partners or government grants. 

Edmonton councilors also stick- 
handled past debate on public-pri- 
vate-partnerships for hockey rinks at 
Monday’s community services com- 
mittee meeting, with a set of motions 
requesting potential private partners 
bring forward financing proposals 
while the city develops a 10 year 
plan to fund arenas. Council will 
look at the proposals in July. 

Behind closed doors, Strategy 
Summit Ltd. has lobbied for a P3 
arena in southeast Edmonton for 
“years,” said committee chair Bryan 
Anderson. After the meeting, 
Anderson said Strategy Summit had 
recently circulated a proposal to 
councilors, but it would not be con- 
sidered outside of a formal process. 
He said the company was welcome ~ 
to submit a proposal for the devel- 
opment of the planned southwest 
complex instead. 


HARPER GETS RIGHT 
WING BLOWBACK 


DREAMS OF A MORALLY UPRIGHT,

his consensus cabinet. Amongst his 
many controversial moves, Harper 
named Liberal MP David Emerson 
Minister of Trade after Emerson 
agreed to cross the floor. 

Long-time supporter and Calgary 
MP Diane Ablonczy told media she 
was “surprised” at being left out of 
the mix. Peter Byrne, a director with 
the Alberta Chamber of Commerce, 
did not mince words. He told the 
National Post that Harper's moves 
indicated the new Prime Minister 
had “lost his mind.” 

The less-experienced Rona 
Ambrose of Sherwood Park was one 
of only three Albertans named to 
Harper's Cabinet. Ambrose was 
named Environment minister, Cal- 
garian Jim Prentice will take over 
Indian Affairs, while Medicine Hat 
MP Monte Solberg will head Citi- 
zenship and Immigration. 

Link Byfield of the right-wing 
Alberta think tank, the Citizen’s 
Centre for Freedom and Democracy, 
slammed Harper for ignoring Alber- 
ta’s senate picks in his first appoint 
ment to the upper chamber. 

“Was this a necessary (if jarring) 
exception, or the start of a long pat- 
tern of ruthless expediency in which 
all principles are sacrificed to 
enhance Conservative fortunes in 
eastern Canada, especially Quebec?” 
Byfield, an independent senator-in- 
waiting elected in the last provincial 
election, wrote. 

Harper's first senate appointment 
was Montreal resident Michael 
Fortier. Fortier was also named the 
unelected Conservative to head Pub- 
lic Works. He will run for the first 
seat available in the House of Com-

Monday, February 6—Newly-minted Prime 
Minister Stephen Harper announces one of 
his first social reforms—the elimination of 
child care agreements former Prime Minister 
Paul Martin signed with several provinces, 
including Alberta. Harper said the agree- 
ments will be tom up on March 31, 2007. 

The Harper Conservatives have instead 
promised to give parents a $1200 per year 
allowance for each child under the age of 
six. Harper has said he plans to have the 
cheques in the mail by July 1 of this year. 
Provincial ministers in Quebec, Manitoba, 
and Saskatchewan have said the change will 
not benefit low-income families. the Liberals 
had committed $4.8 billion to the creation of 
new day care space, and early leaning ini- 
fiatives across Canada. 








T , February 7—The Vancouver Sun 
prints the findings of a hushed-up environ- 
mental report on the damage caused by CN 
Rail spill of caustic soda into the Cheakamus 
River lost August. The government report 
said 500,000 fish died of suffocation 
“severe bums" to their gills. Also noted was 
a government forecast that the “severe” 
effects of the caustic soda spill “will be persis- 
tent for many generations.” Other animals

Anthropologist Wade Davis works to reverse Western arrogance

A NATIONAL GEOGRAPHIC SOCIETY 
explorer-in-residence, author, and 
Harvard graduate, Wade Davis 
doesn’t spend much time cooling his 
heels behind a desk. 

Born in rural British Columbia in 
1953, Davis has written the best-sell- 
ing The Serpent and the Rainbow, a 
first-person account of voodoo and 
zombies in Haiti, chewed coca with 
farmers in the mountains of Bolivia, 
and embarked on long excursions 
with Aboriginal communities 
throughout North America. His vast

experience with unique cultures 
from around the world, some on the 
edge of extinction, has made hima 
valued expert on the global clash of 
politics, culture, and economy. His 
lecture follows his simple mandate 
from National Geographic Society— 
to draw attention to world’s

“Of the 6000 languages spoken 
today, half of them aren't being 
taught to children, which really 
means we're losing half of humani-

A major challenge in addressing 
such problems is overcoming the 
western world’s prejudices against 
non-western nations.

to humanity as the biosphere... 
Western-based technological society 
is only 300 years old. That's really 
shallow history to suggest we have 
all the answers for all that will chal- 
lenge us in the ensuing millennia,” 
he said 

Davis promises his story-telling 
lecture will take the audience to 
places where the “beliefs and prac- 
tices are so dazzling that just to 
know about them is to be amazed. 
Hopefully, it reveals the unique mes- 
sage of anthropology—that these 
people aren't failed attempts at 
being you, they’re unique expres- 
sions of humanity.”

While his Edmonton audience is 
likely to be receptive to his talk, 
American politicians and media 
have been reluctant listeners. 

Davis recalled an op-ed piece he 
wrote in the Washington Post, which 
warned that the democratic upset of 
Jean-Claude Duvalier by Jean- 
Bertrand Aristide would not spell 
the end of Haiti’s problems. The 
piece led toa CNN appearance 
where Davis'was forced:to contra- 
dict their reporter Christiane Aman- 
pour, who was cheering “Haiti is 
free” in the streets of Port-au-Prince. 

“J quoted a Voodoo priest who 
said, ‘Haiti will remain Haiti as long 
as the spirit ferments.’ In other 
words, to think Duvalier’s over- 
throw is something that will solve all 
of Haiti’s problems, its not going to 
happen,” Davis said. “You have to 
understand Haiti's history and the 
relationship between the mulatto 
elite and the peasantry, theschism 
that runs down the heart of that 
society.” 

Another disappointment came in 
the 1970s, when, after living among 
Andean farmers throughout South 
America and cataloguing the superi- 
or nutritional qualities and hardiness 
of the coca plant, a US department of 
agriculture official asked him to col- 
lect native plant species which natu- 
rally predate coca.

The farmers he lived with had 
already pointed out the pure folly of 
the American-sponsored crop sub- 
stitution program, which sought to 
replace coca farms with banana 
plantations.

‘what can we possibly grow in this 
soil?” Davis recalled. 

“The plant is able to grow in well- 
leached soils in which'very little else 
will grow. So the farmer’s'are say- 
ing, ‘What the hell, what a joke, they 
expect us to grow bananas here?”... 
the [US] government drew one fact 
from all our research—we were 
good at finding coca fields. That's 
the irrational pressure we face from 
the war on drugs,” Davis said. And, 
he adds, that willful blindness 
extends to our Western attitudes 
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about globalization. 

“We have this conceit that if pag 
ple follow our economic m« del 
they're somehow going to acquire 
the affluence of the west. | just dog 
think it’s going to happen. The eng 
gy requirements alone would 
require four times the oil reserves 
planet Earth,” Davis said

Those organizations, 
having operated on a $2.3 
million budget for each of 
the last three years while 
inflation boosted their oper- 
ating expenses, now worry that 
Alberta's “third way” healthcare 
reforms could roll their operations 
into health region’s budgets, and 
thereby reduce the quality of service 
to infected Albertans. NDP Health 
critic Ray Martin’s revelation that the 
government's two per cent increase 
to People with Developmental Dis- 
abilities programs would actually 
leave those programs with a $10 mil- 
lion shortfall, provoked AIDS service 
organizations to issue a challenge to 
the Alberta Health and Wellness.

You know, wake up,” 
said McGinn. “Why do guys end up 









getting married and trying to fit in to 
society? It’s because Alberta doesn’t 
accept gays. And who pays for it? It’s 
the woman who doesn’t know.” 

Of the 108 reported HIV cases 
reported by September 30, 2005, 43 
were women. Fifteen of those 
women were infected by a heterosex 
ual partner engaged in an “at risk’ 
lifestyle. In 2004 31 per cent of report- 
ed HIV cases in Alberta were 
women. The Canada-wide rate was 
26.6 per cent. 

McGinn said people still harbour 
too many “secrets” in Alberta's clois- 
tered society. While she contracted 
HIV after her partner engaged in a 
Brokeback-style affair, 
she said the virus 
reaches unknowing 
communities through 
many routes. Adven- 
ture-seeking rural kids 
travel to the city for 
trysts and take Sexual- 
ly Transmitted Infec- 
tions and addiction 
back to their “safe” 
communities. She also 
noted that the practice 
of needle-sharing 
amongst injection drug 
users in the oilfield has 
contributed to infec- 
tion amongst women. 

“You'd be surprised 
at the number of Preci- 
sion Drilling jackets 


organizations]... guys 

out there share needles 
and they go home to their wives,” 
she said. 

The bottom line for McGinn is that 
most Albertans are still deeply mis- 
guided about HIV and AIDS, and 
the population is unnecessarily 
endangered because of it. Too many 
HIV-infected individuals are 
unaware of their condition. 

“There's still a perception out 
there that you can tell who is infect- 
ed. There are still people out there 
finding out they’ve been infected 
because they got sick. It means 
they've had it for a long time with- 
out knowing it,” she said.

“Tt stemmed from the death of my 
father in 1985,” the gently affable 
performer says. “It was 10 days after 
his death that he was found. I was 
always fascinated by that time peri- 
od where he lay there in the house.

son is emphatic in describing himself 
as a “theatre artist” rather than an 
actor, It’s an important distinction he 
says, “Asa theatre artist I create my 
own types of paintings to experi- 
ence.

“The figure takes the 
light beautifully. Depending on the 
way it’s lit, the man is either visible, 
or disappears completely 

In exploring the relationship of 
death to the continuance of life, he 
subtly manipulates the chicken wire 
figure: “| look at different facets of 
my father, depending upon how I 
hold the sculpture, he’s child and I 
the parent, then I’m the son and he 
the father. He's present, he flies 

‘We've created visuals on video 
with text from letters my father 
wrote me,” Dawson continues, and 
the result is “an epic film quality 
The text is true, while the pictures 
evoke the time scale of emotion and 
loss. The piece explores that place in 
a tragedy before words are possible, 
because words are not enough.” 

With the 2002 premiere of Absence 
and Presence at fabrik Potsdam, Daw- 
son found his exploration of very 
personal emotions, by its intimacy, 
struck a very deep chord with audi- 
ences. “It’s a universal piece—peo- 
ple have an empathy with what they 
seem to have lost. There is some- 
thing in our [North American and 
European] culture that doesn’t deal 
with death. I come straight up 
against that and celebrate it. Most 
people who see it, their reaction is to 
say it’s beautiful. The sadness for 
many is secondary.” From Adelaide 
to New York, and through the UK, 
Dawson hears the same chord over 
and over no matter how sophisticat- 
ed the audience. “Everyone experi- 
ences the same universal meaning.” 

Lest anyone think Absence and 
Presence sounds like a tragic slog, the 
performer emphasizes the point that 
it’s not just “about some bloke’s 
dead dad.

IT’S A SAD FACT, ALBERTA’S ACTORS 
leave. They wander the country 
from theatre to film set, to television 
series... but they always return to 
light up Edmonton stages, lured by 
directors like Theatre Network's 
Bradley Moss, and projects like his 
production of True West. 

Discussing the sorry state of 
Alberta's languishing film industry 
puts the pair who headline as Lee 
(Lorne Cardinal) and Austin (David 
MeNally) in Shepard’s 1980 explo- 
ration of brotherly rivalry, in a some- 
what militant mood. “We have to go 
away to find work. It’s an economic 
reality,” says Cardinal, who has 
made a name for himself playing 
Sgt. Quinton on the hit television 
show Corner Gas. The fact that Broke- 
back Mountain was shot here, and 
stars the Alberta foothills, cuts no ice 
with McNally, “That's great, but 
what about Alberta movies with 
Alberta actors in lead roles? Any- 
time we say anything about it, we 
havea chip on our shoulders, but 
we've been playing one-line roles for 
the past ten, twenty years. When's 
that going to change?” 

Given that True West takes on the 
eternal struggle between two broth- 
ers, one a screenwriter, the other a 
drifter and smacks them, balls to the 
wall, against the Hollywood/LA 
ethos, the raillery is a propos. 
Ironically, both say director Moss 
approached them in Ottawa,.at last 
spring’s Alberta Scene—the 
national showcase that proved 
there’s more cooking in big sky 
country than the beef. 

The appeal of home versus the

deal of True West, they agree. As the 
play progresses, Austin begins to 
throw off the shackles of suburbia, 
yearning to go into the desert, while 
Lee homes in on a bit of Austin’s 
action.

“The 
wilderness puts everything in per- 
spective. It lets you know your place 
in the hierarchy of things. If you're 
in the wilderness, you're not at the 
top of the food chain. It becomes 
about survival.” 

Within the chaos, continues 
MeNally, the unpredictability 
becomes mystic. “It’s the idea of 
Jesus going into the desert, the 
shaman’s journey, how your mind 
will open, being in the open.” 

Deep within the text, beneath the 
sparring and insults, Shepard looks 
hard at the creative process, with the 
two brothers becoming fused, like 
two halves of a brain. They represent 
the dichotomy between discipline 
and sheer inspiration. As the conflict

Everything about this band 
appeared perfect: from their 
Lennon-esque arrogance and confi- 
dence, to the immediate appeal of 
their tunes, to guitarist John 
Squire's Jackson Pollock-inspired 
record sleeves, to vocalist Ian 
Brown’s baggy bellbottoms and Joe 
Bloggs-shirts, drummer Alan 
“Reni” Wren’s bucket hats— 
instantly renamed “Reni hats’—to 
their fotal immersion in Manchester 
club Hacienda’s acid house parties. 


MADCHESTER UNITED 

By the time their self-titled debut 
album was released, The Stone 
Roses had inspired an impressive 
amount of more-or-less interesting 
adherents and given their gray, 
industrial hometown something it 
had always lacked: an identity. Not 
even The Smiths had managed to 
do that. In combination with the 
Hacienda club—owned by local 
label Factory records and New 
Order—The Stone Roses also gen- 
erated new life for older Manches- 
ter bands like the Happy Mondays 
and A Certain Ratio. 

In fact, back in 1989 all anybody 
wanted was to hail from Manches- 
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ter. Just as Liverpool was synony- 
mous with pop music in the early 
‘60s, “swinging” London later on, 
and Seattle with grunge, “Madch- 
ester” was the centre of the galaxy.

These are the tools that 
lead me to whatever truths I may 
stumble on 


At the end of listening to Love & 
Fear, | came away hopeful—that 
with all its heartbreak and risk, 
love is the only game in town and 
you cannot “win” if you do not 
play. Was that your vision? 

Yes. The album begins with “The 
Pugilist at 59” where our hero is get- 
ting out of bed trying to psyche him- 
self to fight again for passion and 
love. We've all been on the ropes 
The truth lies in the getting up off 
the canvas after you've been 
creamed with a right uppercut. The 
album proceeds through its little 
horror show of “Beautiful Trouble” 
and “Stolen Children” and such, but 
it ends with plenty of hope. Songs 
like “It Goes Away” and “Old 
Heart” are about hanging in there. 


Great players as usual, and Gurf 
Morlix—what's the atmosphere 
like working with these folks? 
Gurf is a magus of sorts. He deals in 
voodoo. He'll only work with you if 
he respects your songs. He brings 
Gurf and all the people who live in 
Gurf. I think he developed the 
sound of Lucinda Williams, and 
Lucinda in my mind is a modern 
master who cuts through the bull- 
shit in this very callow age of 
music. Gurf has this little operation 
out of his house and then he adds 
his own spices to the mix. It’s at 
once grungy and mystical. So the 
atmosphere is important, and in 
Gurf’s world you do not bring 
cheap songs to the table. If you 
don’t have something real and true 
to sing, don’t darken his door. You 
won't get past the dogs.

GOGOL BORDELLO

EUGENE HUTZ, THE KINETICALLY GIFTED 
frontman for “gypsy-punks” Gogol Bordello, 
fled as a child from the nuclear disaster at 
Chernobyl. But by all appearances, he car- 
ries Chemobyl within him. 

Climbing, lunging, lurching, leaping, and 
strutting his way as far into the crowd as his 
mic cord allowed while leading his interna- 
tional band of seriously virtuoso sonic co- 
conspirators through a blistering set of Baby- 
lonian-tongued, dub-heavy, global pogo 
punk, the swoon-worthy Hutz generated 
more energy than all the reactors in eastern 
Europe put together. 

The audience—a wall-to-wall groovy mix 
of young’un starstrucks, indie hipsters, fur- 
hatted bohos, devoted Clash-lovers, and 
authentic members of the Roma or Ukrainian 
diaspora—responded with a total dance 
floor meltdown (have | belaboured the 
nuclear metaphor enough yel? I've been sav- 
ing itall up since the ‘70s...) 

The New York-based Gogol Bordello is 


the rarest of combinations, and not simply in 
terms of their eccentrically fused, passionate 
sound, which thieves liberally from any 
genre that would ever have blared from a 
boom-box on a stoop in the Lower East Side. 
They are the least manufactured band possi- 
ble, yet still artfully theatrical. Or perhaps 
invoking the theatre, with its traditional sepa- 
ration between audience and performer, is 
entirely incorrect. Gogol Bordello is rather 
more spectacular, in the sense that they are 
acutely aware of being a vehicle for specta- 
cle. 

And what a show. With three albums 
under their faux gold-coin belts, they had a 
wealth of material to draw from, and they 
never let up for a second, careening seam- 
lessly from one anthemic crowd-pleaser to 
the next. Stellar musicianship and practiced 
professionalism ensured that the only anar- 
chy was visual—aurally, Gogol Bordello are 
as tight as the drum one of their dancers 
mounts in a stunning climax to the show. The 
accordion and violin players—both of whom 
look like they’d wandered in from playing 
someone's second wedding—acted as musi-

However, that’s not 
where she started.

My mother sang gospel, 
so did my brother and really, it's just imbed- 
ded in me. | can’t ever remember a life 
before music. 

“And from the time | was in 8th or 9th

Nashville to make a record just before 
going to go to college and that was it. I've 
been blessed to make a living from music 
ever since.” 

At the time she was singing country, pop, 
and gospel. Then, in 1995, came the “light- 
bulb” moment. 

“| heard Koko Taylor for the first time and

He's also a fan of my 
songwriting and asked me to write for the 
upcoming Koko Taylor record. I've also 
worked with Hubert Sumlin who told me all 
about his times with Howlin’ Wolf.”

rating if your idea of a great horror 
film is The Ring or even The Exorcist. 

This anthology—a sequel of sorts 
to the successful but much milder 
Three, which also drew together a 
trio of Asian horror directors—is 
truly not for the faint of heart. It’s 
shock cinema, really, even if it 
aspires to more—the horror lies in 
the extremities of human evil, not 
supernatural powers or mundane 
serial killer stuff. 

First example: Fruit Chan's 
“Dumplings” follows a woman who 
wishes to regain her husband's affec- 
tions through any means necessary, 
even if it includes eating special food 
made of human embryos. She does 
this by contacting a freakish woman 
who obtains her ingredients through 
stealthy means, in-one particularly 
vivid scene acquiring them through 
her other sideline, giving home abor- 
tions. The meal—cooked in various 
fashions—does its job, but there are 
side effects. 

By the end, the now younger- 
looking wife has found an easier— 
but even more monstrous—way to 
get the job done, one that had an 
onlooker at the press screening loud- 
ly and disbelievingly wondering 
what she had just seen. 

“Dumplings” is surely the gross- 
est of the three films, the wife’s grad- 
ual transformation into a moral 
monster the most repugnant, but 
there is admittedly a sick fascina- 
tion—it’s hard to turn away, even as 
Chan incrementally ups the ante. 

The successful director in Park

Her exhibition, Missing: A Guerilla 
Mapping Project, was enthusiastically 
received in Vancouver, even beyond 
van Delft’s hopes. 

“The thing with dialogue is that 
once it’s open, you can’t shut it,” she 
asserts. “A lot of confessionalism 
was generated by the show. I’m 
pretty good at anticipating 
response—I understand that as an 
artist it’s part of the clarifying and 
editing process. But I was complete- 
ly surprised at having men confess 
to using the Internet for sex, or that 
they use prostitutes and how they 


feel the impact of prostitution. I feel 
oddly honoured. It tells me the piece 
is good, since they are not feeling 
judged.” 


POWER OF WHERE 

Missing is a deeply affecting piece, 
both an assault and a seduction by 
the sheer thoroughness of the artistic 
and conceptual process as well as by 
virtue of the high aesthetic values 
van Delft chooses to use. 

The show consists of 50 pho- 
tographs of a pair of disembodied 
female legs on stiletto spikes. Van 
Delft lugged the concrete cast of 
hosiery mannequin legs (incidental- 
ly, the original was something she 
found in a space assigned to her by 
the Works when she participated in 
the Edmonton art festival a few 
years ago) around Vancouver, part- 
nering them with locations that were 
outside the usual downtown East- 
side Vancouver/Pickford farm areas

that most people associated with the 
sex worker disappearances. She 
chose locations based on the esoteric 
items associated with sex, the sex 
industry, and violence, which she 
squirreled away in her research 
process, and how those items func- 
tionvas issues in our culture. For 
instance, she went to a party-plan- 
ning mecca and found it tragically 
funny that there were fishnet stock- 
ings for five-year olds, given their 
origins as a fetishistic sex trade talis- 
man. Thus the party-planning store 
became a location for a photograph, 
and like all 50 of the images, was 
duly noted ona hand-drawn map of 
Vancouver. Every picture has a sec- 
tion of text accompanying it that 
reveals something—like the history 
of fishnets, why Amnesty Interna- 
tional has condemned Canada, and 
why stilettos were invented—that 
fuelled the particular photo as well 
as the project. The map and leg cast 
are arranged on the floor.

SEE NO EVIL? 

“You have to ask serious ques- 
tions about how we respond, as a 
community,” van Delft exclaims 
“For me, it’s important to make deci- 
sions about who to talk about—us/

What was our relationship to this 
story, outside the sex trade? Let’s 
acknowledge we are tied to the 
story. There was this oscillation in 
the media between 
medical/legal/academic jargon— 
this distancing—and the sensational. 
And only two locations—downtown 
Eastside and the Pickford farm— 
were discussed. We only traveled in 
a straight line between these two 
places. There was no real place for 
the way people were collectively 
feeling. 

The number 50 was judged as sig- 
nificant by van Delft because that’s 
the number that seemingly made it

as complicating in terms of how 
communities respond to conditions 
prevalent in murder and disappear- 
ance in our community.

“We don’t 
have to take responsibility for allow- 
ing this to happen, and against the 
most marginal population. We med- 
ically pathologize the phenomena 
and it lets us off the hook. But you 
only have to log onto local ‘bad date’ 
sheets to see how many sex workers 
are assaulted by how many men. 
Women working are enduring a 
huge load of assaults and have 60- 
120 times chance higher than the rest 
of the population of being mur- 
dered. And yet we don’t discuss 
how our attitudes help this happen.” 
She concludes, “What was miss- 
ing was so obvious: all of us.

OPENING MOUTHS AND MINDS 

Van Delft admits to taking a huge 
amount of time and care with the 
accompanying words. “When I cre- 
ated this piece, my biggest fear was 
that people wouldn't read it. It’s 
hard to use text in art, most people 
don't relate to text that way in art.” 
The facts she uses to prod people 
into joining her in addressing her 
inner murmur of “Why? How?” are 
integral to Missing, and ultimately 
provide vital context to the discus- 
sion. 

“We must acknowledge as a com- 
munity our relationship to the 
broader sex economy. There are 
clear boundaries between those who 
can afford to buy sex and those who 
are outlawed: municipal, legal, social 
responses that are about keeping a 
boundary,” she states. “That's one of 
those things clearly illustrated by 
this exhibition. In Canada, you can 
buy sex—you just can’t talk about it. 
So who gets to make money on sex? 
Artists can. I can. Global TV can. But 
a street prostitute can’t? Those are 
the true issues.” 

With the call out against a poten- 
tial hooker-iargeting serial killer in 
Edmonton, Missing seems particu- 
larly prescient to have booked at 
Harcourt House, 

Van Delft finds it deeply satisfy- 
ing to be participating in provoking 
discussion. “We are evidently look- 
ing for places to really openly dis- 
cuss these things. We need to seri- 
ously look at how we relate to the 
subject because that will open up a 
whole other state of solutions to the 
problems created in a sex ‘i 
To recognize that art can take on that 
role of facilitating dialogue around

Survey sez...
